Each teacher should organize a 
Thrift Society in his school, and stim- 
ulate competition between the differ- 
ent grades in the number of Thrift 
Stamps purchased each month.

Do not leave a 
school without consulting with the 
Board and then expect the Board to 
enter into a contract with you for 
another school when you have just 
broken a contract with it.
